Reno Rushes Equipment to V erdi in Battle on Flames; 
~ Irrigation Ditches Filled 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
RENO, Aug. 13.—The lumber town of. Verdi on the State line de- 


tween California and Nevada is almost surrounded by forest fires. 
Half the Reno fire apparatus has been sent to aid Verdi and an addi- 
tional supply of water turned into the irrigation ditches that pass 
through the town to the Truckee meadows. , 


All the men of Verdi are in the 
canyon fighting the flames but the 
women stand guard over the lum- 
ber piles, some with babies in one 
arm while they hold the water 
hose. Washoe county has sent sev- 
eral hundred men from Reno. 


Verdi has a permanent popula- 
tion of about 600. When the milis 
are working in the summer and 
fall it is increased to about 800. 
It is the headquarters of the Ver- 
di Lumber Company. 

The forest fire situation in Ne- 
vada and California was drawn 
to the attention of President Cool- 
idge this morning in a personal 
appeal sent by Senator T. I. Od- 
die of Nevada requesting Federal 
aid. Senator Oddie’s telegram is 
as follows: 

“Terrible forest fires are de- 
stroying many miles of our most 
beautiful mountain area, includ- 
ing that along the Truckee River, 
ever which the scenic transconti- 
nental, highway is being built for 
the benefit of our entire country. 
This calamity has already de- 
stroyed some of the most beautiful 
sections in California which the

in and a right to enjoy. 

“In addition to great scenic loss, 
large quantities of fine standing 
timber are being destroyed, caus- 
ing a heavy economic loss and ir- 
reparable damage to some of Ne- 
vada's watersheds, which are of 
the utmost importance in supply- 
ing the water this country is abso- 
lutely dependent upon.

KITTLES’ PISTOL IN TRAGEDY 


Kid McCoy Says Mrs. Mors Used Late Bandit's 
W eapon in Attempt to Commit Suicide 


Mrs. Teresa Mors slashed herself with a butcher knife and then 
shot herself through the head with a revolver which had been given | 
to Kid“ McCoy by the late Hubert Kittle, dare-devil aviator and 
bandit who committed suicide about two months ago rather than sub- 
mit to trial for implication in the Arcadia State Bank. 


That is the story told by McCoy 
in a second statement made to po- 
lice late last night in Central Po- 
lice Station in which he went in- 
to details of the struggle between 
himself and Mrs. Mors while he 
was attempting to prevent her sul- 
cide. 

McCoy was taken from his cell 
in the City Jail by Detective Lieu- 
tenants Jarvis, Craig, Stoll and 
Bain at 8 p.m. He was questioned 
until after 10 o’clock and then re- 
turned to his cell. He stuck to the 
suicide story and added many de- 
talls to his first statement. 

“Whose gun is this?” was the 
first question fired at McCoy by 
Detective Jarvis. 

That gun was given to me by 
Hubert Kittle some months before 
he blew out his brains, answered 
the ex-prize fighter. The answer 
astonished the officers as in his 
first statement McCoy said that the 
pistol with which Mrs. Mors was 
slain was her own weapon. 

“How do you explain the cuts 
on Mrs. Mors’s body,” was the next 
question. 

“Well, you see {it was this way.” 


all afternoon. After we got home 
I cooked a leg of lamb and a lot 
of other stuff. You know Iam a 
pretty good cook. Then we sat 
down to eat. 

“All during the afternoon Tere- 
sa and I had been talking about 
her troubles and she was pretty 
sad.

GROWTH OF INSURANCE 

Fire insurance dates from fhe 
great London fire in the year 1666. 
It started in a Small way by indi- 
viduals offering to underwrite ad 
mutuals against loss by fire. In 
1710 the Sun Fire Office of London 
organized as a copartnership with 
limited liability and continued as 
such until 1726, when it provided 
A capital fund of £48,000. 

This was the beginning of so- 
called stock-company fire ineur- 
ance. Later on, English compa- 
nies entered the American colo- 
nies and local American companies 
were organized. These began al- 
most entirely as neighborhood 
companies and gradually expanded 
to national enterprises. Organ- 
ized originally as nonprofit enter- 
prises, by good management and 
economy they acquired assets held 
as reserves, which reserves were 
invested until such time as inter- 
est earnings would permit divi- 
dends to be paid to stockholders. 

These assets, in the form of sur- 
pluses, represent years of savings 
in the form of undivided profits 
and contributions from  steck- 
holders, largely by way of assess 
ment on stock to provide capital 
to carry on business. Increased 
business demands u larger capita! 
and larger surplus, 

Three hundred and seven

Several years ago a tiny buck 
was found half frozen on Iles 
Mountain, near the oll structure of 
the same name, and was given to 
Mre. Moore by homesteader. 
This was the start of the herd; 
some time later a baby doe was 
discovered by a dog on Cedar 


Mountain, north of Craig, and this 


little creature soon found herself 
on the Moore ranch. 


Bob and Doddie, as the buck 
and doe were named, grew to 
maturity and mated. Each year 
Doddie has presented twins to 
her progd lord and master; this 
year triplets arrived on the Moore 
ranch in the deer quarters, but one 
of the fawns died. 

Mrs. Moore, who runs the ranch 
under a special permit from the 
State Game Commissioner, is de- 
voted to her pets and has taught 
them to do any number of tricks. 
As a protection on the ranch they 
are far better than watch dogs as 
they are always on the alert and 
quick to give the alarm if a 
stranger approaches. All are very 
gentie and are very playful and 


affectionate with their mistress, 
but inclined to be shy with 
strangers. 


Since starting her herd Mrs. 
Moore has discovered many inter- 
esting things in connection with 
deer which disprove popular 
opinion. One of the most interest- 
ing of her discoveries is they will 
grow, under good more 
points on their antlers than they 
are years old; notwithstanding the 
current belief that a point develops 
for each year. 

A 2-year-old sometimes has a 
beautiful four-point head, and Bob, 
an old buck, at 65 years of age 
has only developed two points and 
has been in the velvet 
years without losing hie horns. 

The deer on the Moore ranch 
are fed the best of. alfalfa, with 
two rations of ground feed daily, 
they are sheltered in the winter. 
and it turned out on the hills to

The other was Charles Evans Hughes, 
who, when the ideals of the former knight 
crumbled apd his highly tempered sword 
had broken against the hide of materialism, 
entered the Jists quietly and unostentatious- 
ly, armed only with the weapon of common 


sense, and began to teach a distracted mul- 


titude the better way to overceme their 
dragons of despeir. 
These two Americans were both true 


knights errant in that they were placing the 


good of their fellow-men higher than their 
personal advantage. They had already 
filled positions than which there is none 
higher for the sons of men; the one in the 


White House and the other as Chief Justice 


of the United States. For them personal 
ambition was eliminate. 

Woodrow Wilson was generous, impulsive, 
brave, learned, visionary, too often tilting 
with windmills, seeing sheep as armed ene- 
mies, bearding caged lions that refused to 
budge, rescuing those whe had no desire 
to be rescued. He bas won a crown of im- 


mortality for: what he attempted, not for 


what he achieved. 

_ Five years later Hughes, the practical 
builder, crossed the same ocean to help the 
European architects vainly struggling to 


of their monarchica] palaces. The founda- 
tions, laid by Woodrow Wilscn, were there, 
buried in the debris of numberless disap 
pointments and heart-breaking fallures. 

The task Charles Evans Hughes essayed 
was to clear away the dust and rubbish and 
unearth the buried foundations so that the 
start might at last be made on the super- 
structure. How far he has succeeded in his 
knightly mission the world as yet can only 
guess, for to allow his words to outstrip bis 
deeds bas never been Hughes's way. 

But a strange new pote of optimism is 
heard in the capitals of Europe. It has 
followed at once the visit of the practical 
American constructionist to the seats of 
those governments who were finding the 
problems ahead of them too hard to over- 
come. And from the sound of that almost- 
forgotten music, sung in Germany, in France 
and Britain, we may judge that the mission 
of Charles Evans Hughes will be crowned 
with a success that, for all his zeal, seme- 
how his illustrious predecessor missed.
